Have 
any bridges, culverts, &c., on the road 
been recently condemned on inspection ? 
Docs this bridge uccident declare the 
North Carvlina Railroad unsafe ? Are 
we to have a horrible holocaust on the 
read before due repairs are made ? Only 
imagine what would have been the hor 
rore, bad the passenger train, with men, 
women and children, red hot stoncs, 
scalding steam and all, plunged into ihe 
river!!

SENATE. 
FRIDAY, Jan, 31, 1873. 
The Senate was cailed to order at 11 
o’clock, Licutenant Governor Brogden 
in the chair. 
Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. , 


Reports of Standing Committees. 


Messrs. Murray, from Committee on 
Engrossed Bills, and Ellis, of Colum 
bus, from Committee on Insane Asy- 
lum, submitted reports. 


Rules Suspended. 


On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, 
the substitute offered by the Committee 
on the Insane Asylum, being a resolution 
to raise a Joint Select Committee, with 
Dr. Eugene Grissom, to proceed to 
Charlotte and Wilmington and inquire 


‘the cost of bulla and grounds for 


branches of the 
taken up. 

Pending the discussion on the adop- 
tion of the resolution, the hour arrived 
for the

Special Order, 


which was the consideration of the 
resolution of Mr. Love fixing the hour 
of the mectings of tne Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Morehead, of Guil- 
ford, to reconsider the vote by which 
the previous question was called, Mr. 
Love called the yeas and nays. 

The question to reconsider passed by 
20 yeas to 17 nays. 

The further consideration of the 
resolution was postponed. 

Also, the consideration of the Agri- 
cultural bill, which was the spccial 
order for 12 o’clock, was postponed till 
1 o'clock. 

At 12} o’clock the bil to alter the 
Constitution of North Carolina was 
taken up as the special order. 


Messages 


From his Excellency, the Governecr, 
transmitting certain documents from the 
State of Virginia in regard to the ac- 
tion of the General Assembly of that 
State on Internal Improvements. The 
message with accompanying ducuments 
was «eferred to Committee on Internal 
Improvements. 

From the House of Representatives, 
transmitting several bills, among which 
was the School bill, the consideration 
of which was, on motion of Mr. Cowles, 
made the special order for Wednesday 
next, with instructions to print. 

Intreduction of Bills. 


By Mr. Waring, a bill to incorporate 
the Great Western Air Line Railroad, 
Referred. 

By Mr. Stafford, a bill to require vo- 
ters to show their tax receipt of the 
Sheriff for their poll tax before voting. 
Referred. 

Suspension of Lules. 

Lill for the relicf of Lee, Sher- 
iff of Wake county, passed its several 
readings. Gives the Sherif till the 1st 
of February to settle his taxes. 

Mr. Cowles called up the Midland 
Air Line Railroad, and on his motion 
was made the special order tor twelve 
o’clock to morrow. 

Oa motion of Mr. Love, a bill in re- 
lation to printing the public documents, 
&c., was taken up and passed its several 
readings. 

Svecial Order. 

The bill for improvement of agricul- 
ture in the State was next taken up. 
The bill provides for the appointment 
of two Committees whose duty 1t shall 
be to go into every county in the State 
to advise the people in regard tou the 
improvement of agriculture, &c., 

Mr. Norwood at aconsiderable length 
advocated the Lili, and in stating the 
necessity of its passage reierred to the 
fact that the mouey to keep up the 
revenue of the State came from the 
farmers, and as evcry department in tie 
State was sadly in nced of money, he 


thought legislation in favor of 
the agriculturalists was a matter of 
necessity. 


Mir. Avera opposed the bil! from the 
fact he was against the creation of new 
officers, &c. 

Mr. Waring opposed the bill on 
account of associating with it agricul- 
tural schools, Ie could not speak for 
other counties, but he could of his own. 
Tle public schools were only kept open 
four months jn the year, and he could 
not see that agriculture could be intro- 
duced as an extra accomplisument 
within the shert space of time allowed 
them to learn the first rudiments of an 
English course, 

Mr. Norwood was sorry that a miscon- 
ception of his bi.l had been entertained 
by his triend trom Mecklenburg and 
other Senators. It was not intended 
to interfere with the operation of schools, 
etc, 

Mr. Cowles called the previous ques- 
tion on the passage of the bill, which 


being sustained, biil passed its second 
reading. 


The bill in regard to Constitutional 
amendments Came up as the special 
order for 124 o'clock. 

Alr Morehead, of Gaiilord, moved 
that it be ceusidered the sense of the 
Senate that the alterations proposed he 
acted upon sepataiely, and that the bill 
be recommitted to same Committee 
with mstructions to report by bill er 
otherwise, in accordance therewith, 

Mr. odd moved it be referred to 
Judiciary Committee to inquire into 
levality, 

Mr. Grandy favored the motion to 
commit to the Judiciary. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, was 
liged to the Senator from Paspuotank. 
That Senater had declared his oppori- 
tion to all amendments, and it was the 
tuctics of those opposed to amend 
meats to preveat the vote from 
taken on each amendment, so to 
throw the responsibility of the tvilure 
on those favoring the amendments. 

Mr. Grandy rose to explain bis posi- 
tien. Le said be was opposed to any 
roterference at this time with the 
Constitution of the State, and believed 
it unconstitutional to pass these amend- 
nents separately ; that should the bill 
pass otherwise than as it_passed by the 
lust General Assembly, 1t would be un- 
constitutional, that as some of his po- 
litical friends differed from him, he de- 
sired that the bill should be referred

NOON DISPATCHES. 


More of the Disaster to the Emigrant 
Ship Neorthflect. 

Lonpon, January 31.—A telegraphic 
dispatch to the Lloyds from their agent, 
at Cadiz, confirms the report that 1t was 
the Spanish steamer Murillo that ran 
into and the emigrant ship North: 
flect off Dungeness Lighthouse on the 
night of the 22d inst. ‘The steamship, 
however, was not sunk herself, as was 
at one time believed, but has armyed at 
Cadiz in safety. Ter destinatio: was 
Lisbon, for which port she had cargo, 
but upon entering that barbor she was 
signalled not to land, as there is ao 
extradition treaty between 7 
and Great Brithin, under which the 
officers would have been remarded to 
the British euthorities te answer 
charges brought against them. She 
consequently put to sca again, and 


proceeded to Cadiz, as there bo 
extradition treaty between Great 


Britain and Spain. 

The Murillo sustained no damage by 
the collision. Her officers and crew 
will soon be examined at Cadiz in 
relation to the disaster.

To the Senate of the United States: 


I have the honor to return herewith 
Senate Bill No. 490, entitled an act for 
the relief of the East Tennesse, Univer- 
sity, without my approval. This claim 
for which $18,500 are appropriated out 
of the moneys of the United States, 
aiises in part for the destruction of 
property by troops in time of war, and 
therefore the same objections attach to 
it as were expressed in my message of 
June first, 1872, returning the Senate 
bill awarding twenty five thousand 
dollars to J. Milton Best. It the pre- 
cedent once established that the 
vovernment is liable for the ravages of 
war, the demands upon the public 
Treasury cannot be forecast. 

The loyalty of the people of the sec 
tion in which the University is located, 
under circumstances of personal danger 
and trials, entitling them to the most 
favorable construction of the obligation 
of the Government, toward them is ade 
tnitted, and nothing but regard for my 
duty to the whole people, in opposing a 
piincipie, which if allowed, will entail 
greater burdens upon the whole, than 
the relief which will be afforded toa 
part by allowing this bill to become a 
law, could induce me to return it with 
objections. 

Recognizing the claims of these citi- 
zens to sympathy and the most favora- 
ble consideration of their claims by the 
Government, I would heartily favor a 
donation of the xmount appropriated 
by this bill for their relief.
